NATURAL INCREASE. The excess of births over deaths for the three 


months was 1,346 (1,358), a decrease of 12 and 267 less than the mean of 
the similiar periods 1926 to 1930. 


BIRTHS. 2,398 (2,543) were registered being 145 less than for 
the same period in 1930 and 386 less then the five years’ mean for the 
same period 1926 to 1930.

MARRIAGES. The merriages celebrated numbered 659 (856) a 
decrease of 2065 and 328 fewer than the mean of the similar five periods

8 decrease of 1343 and 123 less shan the meen of the similar five periods 
1926-1930.

INFANTILE DEATHS, MQ.& CAUSES, 81 (122) deaths were recorded, 
being 41 less than for the same period in 1930 and 53 fewer than the 
mean of the similar five periods 1926-1930. The principal causes were — 
thooping Cough 1 (6), Broncho Fieumoniea and Pneumonia 4 (42), Diarrhoea 
and Enteritis 5 (22), Malformet ons 11 (9), Congenital Debility &c. ¢ (13) 
Nther diseases of early Infancy 37 (30), and ali other causes el (39), 
total 81 (122).
